by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in Parliament assembled, THAT from and after por appoint, 
dm it shall and may be lawful 

to and forithe Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland lox the time being, by the advice of the Privy Council of Ireland,

I^Iagistrule who has within his District any disUirbod Carony or Half 
Barony, Baronies or Unit' Baronies, ;ind each and every Cierk, and Chief 
Constable anti Siib-Constabie uixlor his aiithui'ity, sliall conlimie to act for 
such Barony or Baronies, Half Barony or Half Baronies, unless it shall be 
otherwise ordered by the Lord Lieutenant, or oilier Chief Ciovernor or 
Governors of Ireland for tlx; time being ; and every such Chief Magistrate 
•who shall not have any distui'bcd Barony or Half Barony witiiin his 
District, and every Clerk, iind Chief and Siili-Constablc under iiim, shall 
.forthwith cease to hoh! stich odice respectively ; Ih’ovided always, That

And be it An ther Enacted, That if on any occasion, or in any Court 
of Law or Efjuity, Civil or Criminal, any question shall aiisc concerning 
any such Proclamation, or the appointment or qualification of any of the 
said Officers, common Uoputation shall be deemed taken and received as 
sufficient evidence of such and every such uiatlcr; unless by contrary 
evidence a reasonable doubt shall be raised as to the truth of such 
reputation. 

14 And be it further Enacted, That when. and as soon as such County, 
County of a City, County of a Town, Barony, Half Barony or District, 
shall bo declared to be restored to Peace and good Order as aforesaid, all 
and every the arms and accoutrements which shall have been delivered to 
such Chief Constable or Sub-Constables, and as shall be then remaining, 
sludl be forthwitli delivered to such person, and at such time and place, 
and to be kept and disposed of in such manner, as the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland for the time being shall direct or appoint; and that all Horses, 
with their saddles and bridles, ^vhich may have been found necessary to 
bo provided for the Chief Constable or Sub-Constables, shall he sold by 
anctiem at such time and place as the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for tiie 
time being shall direct, and the produce thereuf shall be paid to the 
'IVcasurer of the County to be applied to the County charge. 

And be it further Enacted, T hat if any person so appointed a Constable 
as aforesaid, shall not, within Ed'ter he shall (lease 

to hold such office, deliver over any arms and accoutrements to his Suc- 
cessor in the said office, if such there shall be, and if not, then fo such' 
person and at such time and place as shall be directed by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
■jr being, every such person so offending shall for such ofi’ence forfeit the 

JnVi .currency, to be recovered by 
Civil Bill in the Court of proper Jurisdiction, by any person who shall 
sue for the same. .

AND whereas an Act was passed in the Parliament of Ireland, in the 
T\venty-.scventb year of His Majesty s rei,:Tn, intituled,. “An Act for the 
“ belter execution of tlic Law and Prescivalion of the Peace within 
“ Counties at lur^e,” winch has been since continued and is now in force 
until the Tweiity-lifih day of March one tliuiisand eight hundred and 
fifteen, and divers Chiiinties in Inland have been divided into Districts, 
pursuant to the provisions of said Act : And whereas by an Act passed in 
the said Pariiainent of in the 'riiirly-second year ofllis Majesty's 
reign, intituled, “An Act for regulating the OAicc of Constable, and for 
“ bettor enforcing the Proces.s of the Criminal Law, in certain parts of iG 
“ this Kingdom,” Grand .lur-irs in Ireland are empowered to appoint 
Constables fur the several Paronics in their resiu'ctivc Counties, in 
manner then in mentioned, but are not empowered to make such appoint- 
ment in any County divided into Districts as aforesaid, under the poners 
of tiic said recited Act of the Twenty-seventh year of Ilis Majesty's 
reimi, such Counties lieing in that respect exceptetl in the said Act ol the 
said Thirty-second year ; by reason whereof there may happen to be a 
failure of Constables in such Counties ; BE it therefore Lnacted, That 
from and after the it shall 

and may be lawful to and for cacii and every Grand Jury in Ireland, 
whose County is or shall be so divided into Districts as aforc.saici, to 
appoint Constables for the several Baronies therein, notwithstanding 17 
such Division into Districts, in the same manner in all respects as such 
Grand Jury could do under the provisions of the said recited Act of the 
said Thirty-second year, if such Division into Districts did not exist, and 
not otherwise. 

And be it further Enacted, That such Constables so to be appointed, 
shall coimnmice to be Constables when and as soon as such County shall 
cease to he so di\ icied into Districts, for the purpose in the said recited 
Act of the said Twenty-seventh year mentioned, whether the same shall 
happen iiv the repeal or expiration of the said Act, or otherwise, and not 
sooner; and that from and after the time such Con.stahlc so appointed, 
shall have all the j)Owcrs and advantages, and he subject to ail the 
regulation.^ and resti'ictions, in the said Act of the 'J'hirty-seconcl year of 18 
His Majesty's reign contained and expressed, and shall, to all intents and 
purposes, he tleeined and taken as and for Constables appointed under 
and pursuant to the said Act; any thing therein contained to the contrary 
notwithstanding.

*■ Dublin, and for continuing and amending an Act, intituled, An Act 

“ for the better execution of the Law and preservation of the Peace within 
“ Counties at large the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor oi' 
Governors of Ireland for the time being, by and with the Advice of the 
Privy Council of Ireland, is authorized to divide the several Counties in 

Ireland 
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Ireland (except the County of Dublin) into two Divisions, for the purp ose 
IQ of hearing and determining of Civil Bills only, %vithout regard to, or 
affecting such Districts, as the said Counties or any of them may be 
divided into, for the purposes of the said hereinbefore recited Act of the 
Twenty-seventh year of His present Majesty’s reign ; and also to nominate 
and appoint one or more Town or Towns in each of the said Divisions 
respectively, in one of which Towns a Civil Bill Court should be held Four

in Ireland, under or by virtue of the said recited Act of the Thirty-sixth 
year of His present Majesty’s reign, and to substitute and appoint any 
new or other Division thereof into two parts, for the purposes in the said 
recited Act in that respect mentioned ; and also to change or annul the 
appointment of any Town or Towns in any County or Division, for any
